HEARING ON BUILDING LAW 


The council committee on changes 


in the building ordinance gave la 
hearing in tho Council chamber on 
Tuesday evening on the proposition 
to allow fire-resisting shingles on 
new buildings in 
tho second and 


third zones, instead of absolutely Re- 
proof construction. -As the law now 
stands all new buildings erected any: 
where in the city must have fireproof 
roofs, but there has been for some 
^ime a strong movement to allow the 
use of so-called fite-resisting shingles 
which are not admitted as strictly 
fire-proof construction. 


There was a considerable attend- 


ance at the meeting on Tuesday even- 
ing, and representatives of various 
shingle manufacturers were present 
to urge the'use of their shingles. Most 
of the speakers were in favor of 
modifying the law so that this form 
of construction could, be used. Mr. 
Benjamin F. Tanner, a leading con- 
tractor and former assistant engin- 
neer of the fire department, advis6d 
going slow in any modification of the 
building law and suggested that the 
underwriters be consulted before a 
change is made. The committee will 
take the matter under consideration 
and report to the council later.
